We, citizens of Kansas, in delegats eon
vention assemblud, at Topeks, Mareh 10,
A. D. 1857, resolve and declare—

Waerras, A body of men recantly as-
sembled at Lecompton, aad claiming to
be the legislative asscubly of Kupsas Ter
ritory, have adopted a regalation purpor-
ting to be a law, for taking the census aud
electing delegates 1o a constitutinnal con-
vention, proposcd to bo held in that place
ia Septembor next; and, whereus, the
said assenbly was tho creature of fraud,
and its members the represcntatives of
peeple forcign to this Territory; and,
wheress the organicaet does not authorize
the territorial legislative powers, evon when
legislatively convered, to pass any cnabling
act to change the governwent of the same;
and, whereas, the act of this as=embly is
partisan in its claraler, elearly contem-
ylates fraud, from the recurrazcs of which
it offers ivadequate sccurity, while it de-
prives the exceutive of the Territory of the
